ROOMMATE OF ARBUCKLE 
IS WITNESS AT TRIAL 


‘Fred Fischbach, One of Hosts at 
Fatal Party, Tells of Injured 
Actress’ Words. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—Miss 
Virginia Rappe, motion picture ac- 
tress, uttered no word but “don’t” 
while being given first aid treatment 
by guests of the party in which Ros- 
coe C. (Fatty) Arbuckle is alleged 
to Have fatally injured her, accord- 
ing to testimony of Fred Fischbach, 
‘one of the hosts of the party, at Ar- 
buckle’s trial today on a manslaugh- 
ter charge in connection with Miss 
Rappe’s death. Prosecution wit- 
‘nesses had testified that Miss Rappe 
muttered “he hurt me” while tossing 
in pain on a bed in Arbuckle’s room. 

Fischbach, who was a room-mateé 
of Arbuckle in the Hotel St. Francis 
suite where the party took place, was 
under cross-examination at the close 
of today’s session. He will resume 
his testimony Monday. 

Arbuckle is expected to testify in 
his own behalf early next week. Both 
sides agreed today that the trial will 
*consume at least two more weeks. 

Fischbach outlined in detail the 
events of the party followed by the 
‘actress’ death. He assisted in

First, because so long 
as Russia was being attacked by the combined 
imperialists of Europe, and Russian women and 
children were starved to death by the criminal 
blockade, he could not join the shrieking chorus 
of the ex-revolutionists in the cry of “Crucify!”’ 
He’ preferred to keep silent for the present. 

Secondly, there was no medium of expression 
in Russia itself, hence no way of reaching the 
people. To protest to the Government was use- 
less. Its concern was to maintain its pdwer at 
any cost. It could, therefore, not stop at such 
trifles as human life or human rights. But then. 
he added, “We have always pointed out’ the 
blessings of Marxism in action. Why 
surprised ?”’ 

I asked whether he was noting down his im- 
pressions and observations. 
the importance of such a record to his com- 
rades, to the workers, in fact to the whole world. 
Kropotkin looked at me for a moment, then 
said: 

“No, I do not write. It is impossible to write 
when one is in the midst of great human suffer- 
ing and distress.

HAT is the matter with the railroads 
of the United States?’ I asked Henry 
Ford. “Their rates are too high,” he

“I wasn't approaching the question from the 
standpoint of the consumer,” I explained. 

“Neither are the railroad companies,” he said:

“Let me tell you first,” he said, “that there 
isn’t any grand mystery about railroading.

—if we are willing to admit at the outser what 
a railroad is for. Unfortunately, the railroad 
cémpanies don't know

of trouble. If we could only agree as to the

asset to you as a shipper, would the railroad 
itself still make money?” 

“We would cut the rates on 
Toledo & Ironton tomorrow,”’. he said, “if 
the Government would let us. We applied for 
permission to cut them, in fact, and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission refused.” 

“To what extent would you cut them?” 

“We would cut them in half,’ he said, “and 
the road would make so much more than it is

We have already raised employes’ 
wages. We did that almost the first thing and 
it paid us. It always pays where the manage 
ment knows its business.” 

Does this sound mysterious? It won't if I 
am able to state the business creed of Henry 
Ford one-half as clearly as he stated it to me. 
It may seem wrong. It may seem optimistic. 
It may seem too goagd to be true. But if you 
are capable of accepting a- simple idea in a 
simple way, you will find no element of mys 
tery here. 

“Railroads,” Mr. Ford re “are for the 
sole purpose of transportation. They may be 
twisted for a time to serve-some other purpose, 
but they can’t serve any other purpose very 
well or for a very long period of time. They 
can’t raise crops. They can’t manvfacture 
shoes. They can’t build houses. All a railroad 
can do is to move people and things from place 
to place. A railroad is successful only to the 
degree to which ‘such service is efficiently and 
economically provided.” 

“By successful,” I interjected, “I suppose you 
mean socially successful. How about business 


success?”

The 
intelligent railroad executive then will seek to 
make the rates as low as possible, just as an 
intelligent manufacturer will put the lowest 
possible price upon hif$ goods. ; 


“Railroads Pursuing Exactly Poliey 
That Will Hurt Them.” 


“A manufacturer,” he added, “engaged in 
manufacturing something which nobody wants 
would be instantly recognized as a fool; but he 
is no more of a fool than the manufacturer who 
manufactures things which nobody can afford 
to buy. The manufacturer who doesn’t think 
first of the consumer is not a business man. 
He’s a nut. Unless it is profitable for the con- 
sumer to trade with him. he can’t hope to get 
a profit for himself, and unless he puts the 
price within reach of the largest possible num- 
ber of consumers he doesn’t expect his profits 
to be very great. 

“Now that’s the trouble with the railroads. 
They have been forever trying to boost rates— 
trying to scare the public from indulging in 
transportation. And the public, instead of at- 
tacking their intelligence, has been attacking 
their greed and placing all sorts of legal handi- 
caps in the way of railroading. It is admitted 
that the railroads by co-operating with each 
other could give more efficient service than 
they otherwise can; but it has been assumed 
that they wouldn’t give better service and so 
co-operation has been a crime. In order to 
check the greed of the railroads we have made 
railroading complex and difficult, and in order 
to be ‘fair’ to them, we have made it illegal 
to demonstrate how economically railroading 
could be carried on. 

“The railroads should be allowed to combine. 
They should be allowed to perfect every possible 
economy. There should be one railroad system 
throughout the United States managed by some- 
one who understands this first principle of busi- 
ness—that the only way to make an institution 
pay is to make it serve.” 

I went to Detroit with the profound im- 
pression that Henry Ford was an enigma.. In 
one hour’s talk with him I changed my mind 
completely. He is one of the two or- three 
richest men in the world and yet he is at war 
with the whole breed of financiers. He speaks 
repeatedly of the “new order”; but he speaks 
of it as a fact, not as a fancy, and he is utterly 
bored by the dreams of the Utoplans. The 
greatest. of all our industrial magnates he 
is eternally surprising us by betraying a seem- 
ingly inordinate interest in. seemingly inconse- 
quential details. He listens apparently to every- 
body but takes advice from fone. His most 
intimate friends confided to me that they could 
never tell which way his mind was going to 
jump; but his bitterest critics admit that it 
uniformly jumps in the direction of successful 
business practice. Is he, therefore, an enigma? 
Is he a freak? Is he the great “contradiction, ” 
as he has been so often classified? 


No Factory Can Get On Without 
Orders, His Motto. 


Is Henry Ford an enigma or ifs this hitherto 
dominant financial ring the real enigma? Is 
he dreaming or are they? Is he the “accident” 
which they are calling him, or is he the nor- 
mal,, sane, sensible and successful manufac 
turer, and they the accidental product of a lot 
of concentrated wealth? Henry Ford is not 
scholarly in the accepted sense. His way of 
saying things is not the academic way. He 
did not study business and finance and eco 
nomics in the customary way and has none 
of the advantages, or the disadvantages, of 


such an education. 
to understand? 

He studied manufacturing, not in school, but 
in the factories, and one simple truth obsessed 
him from the start. A manufacturer without 
orders, he reasoned, was a manufacturer broke. 
To get orders then, to get a steadily increasing 
stream of orders, he would have to manufac- 
ture something the masses of people wanted, 
and manufacture it so cheaply that he could 
get it to them at prices whick they could afford 
to pay. The orthodox business men seemed to 
consent, in principle, to this; but to Henry 
Ford they did not seem to work it out in 
practice. Their way of cutting prices did not 
appeal to him, however it might be accepted in 
the orthodox business creed. It consisted first 
of cutting wages, and to the simple mind of 
Henry Ford this presented a, double disad- 
vantage. Applied in one establishment, it. 
would necessarily produce discontent; strikes, 
interference with production and consequent 
increase in cost. But applied all around it 
would so decrease the purchasing power of the 
people that the cut in prices would not serve 
the purpose for which it was intended; for an 
impoverished people would surely be unable 
to buy. 

How to cut prices and raise wages then be- 
came his problem. To the orthodox business 
man this seemed absurd. But tt worked. Those 
who had declated it couldn’t work were, how- 
ever, unconvinced. They said it was Ford’s 
peculiar luck. His line was new. He was 
manufacturing something which the . people 
had never bought before. He had got in on 
the ground floor of an entirely new industry; 
as for industry as a whole, it must be gov- 
erned by entirely different principles. If Henry 
Ford had been academic he might have taken 
their word for this; he might have accepted 
these pronouncements as authoritative. But 
he was Henry Ford, and in the mind of Henry 
Ford all the authorities in the world could not 
outweigh one simple, demonstrated fact. His 
theory was succeeding. The orthodox theory

The evolution of wal! covering Is 
one of the most Interesting deveiop- 
ments In the field of decorative art 
From the days when the skin of an 
animal served to bar out the wintry 
winds to the present era of expen- 
sive tapestry and carefully designed 
wall papers which cover our plas- 
tered partitions is a long step. and 
marks in its course the progress of 
the textile arts of the world.
